Oof 198 n count Act, 1980] to the sum of four thousand eight hundred thirty-four 
crores, seventy-two lakhs and forty-nine thousand rupees towards defray¬ 
ing the several charges which will come in course of payment during the 
financial year 1980-81, in respect of the services relating to railways speci¬ 
fied in column 2 of the Schedule. 

3. The suras authorised to be paid and applied from and out of the 
Consolidated Fund of India by this Act shall be appropriated for the 
services and purposes expressed in the Schedule in relation to the said 
year.
